(424) TRAUS GGRMEVENTS. 
With regera to the conclusion of certain sgreaments for the 
extension of mutual trade by zenns of reciprocal preferential tariffs, 


the Conference adopted the following resolution: 


The nations of the British Coumonvealth having entered 


into certain Agreements with one another for the extension 

of mutual trade by means of reciprocal preferential tariffs, 

this Conference takes note of these Agreements and records 

its conviction; 

That by the lowering or yemoval of barriers among themselves 
provided for in these hereements, the flow of trade between the 
various countries of the Empire will be facilitated, and that by the 
consequent increase of purchasing power of their peoples, the trade 
of the world will elso be stimulated and increased; 


Further, that this Conference regards the conclusion of these

Agreements as a step forward, which should in the future lead to 
furthor progress in the same direction, and which will utilize 
protective duties to ensure that the resources and industries of the 


Empire are developed on sound economic lines.
